The common technical feature is a multiwell plate to which cells are delivered and 
detected when they move to another location in the wells. 



Xu (2005/0112544) entitled "Impedance Based Devices and Methods for Use in 
Assays" teaches in paragraph 9 a system adapted for monitoring cell movement in 
wells. In paragraph 90 suspensions of cells were added into the wells. In paragraph 
188 various types of multiwell plates can be used. In paragraphs 216-217, laser 
ablation masks are used to make the electrode structures in the wells. In paragraph 
333 a device for monitoring cell migration has a first area for cell attachment where the 
cells migrate from the attachment area to another area and are detected. In paragraph 
340 compounds that affect cell migration can be studied. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
